| find this reallocation of the 9OOMHz spectrum incredibly short sighted in the fact 
that the amateur radio community has been enhancing this spectrum as an 
infrastructure for emergency communications that does not rely on a hardwired 
system (internet) or cell phone (internet) wired interconnections. 

The trend of spectrum reallocation from amateur to commercial use is driven by the 
immense demand for bandwidth by modern telecommunications, leading to a 
shrinking space for amateur operators. 

The amateur radio community has been on the forefront of experimentation in 
creating methods of high-speed communications in this 900MHz spectrum. This 
portion of the spectrum was hardly even thought about until the experimentation by 
amateurs discovered how to make use of this spectrum. 

The commercial agencies that are interested in this spectrum have probably several 
amateurs in their hire. If this were a matter of patent infringement, | believe it could 
be classified as corporate espionage using intellectual knowledge from an entity 
where the initial intellectual knowledge was created (the amateur radio 
community). However, there is no protection on the innovations being created in 
the amateur radio community. As far as I’m concerned, this is tantamount to 
outright stealing.
